In the debate in the Senate Tuesday

He was restrained by the courtesy 
due to another boJy (the Hccse of Repre- 
sentatives) from expressing his opinion 
with regard to ita course, The body, which 
had been considered a representative body 
of the imericnn people, had absolutely 
flaunted iu the faces of the American 
people the demands made upon it by Wall 
atreet—totally disregarding public senti- 
ment.

Congress as was brought npon it at this 
se-sion to defeat the free coinage of silver. 
He believed it impossible to peonre free 
coinage at the present session, because the 
voice of the majority of the House was 
stifled—not to be heard—and it wonld 
never be heard until the people of the 
United States sant to the House and Senate 
men willing to represent them in spite of 
Eastern influence.

The San Fwneioco Call is well pleased 


with the new silver bill. It soys: 


Tho latest news from Washington is that 


tho CoaferenoH Coram ttea on silver has 
asreed upon a report, which will be sub- 
untied to the. two Hnuses. The committee 
ngrted th»t -1,500,000 ounces of silver fhall 
be purchased each monih and paid for 
with coin or (nil legal tender notes. 
The 


bnllion redemption of the House bill and 
the free coinage provisioa in the Sonate 
bill have been eliminated; each House 
thereby makrs a eonoi-SRion. A* Senator 
Sharrnnn reported the bill agreed upon to 
the Conference Committee it may bb re- 
garded as sn Administration measure. The 
report will, without doubt, be accepted by 
bolh Houses and tbe bill signed by the 
President. The real friends of silver should 
be satisfied with this result. Free coinage 
of silver will almost certainly be reached
